The most confirmed drunkard on the street can 
secure p.enty of thie kind of te~cimony.

OUR WOMEN WHO TOIL. 


Money Earned by Those Who Know 
How to Use a Needle. 


From the New York Mail and Express. 

The number of women inthis city who earn 
a living by the needie is difficult to ascertain. 
There are bundreds of establishments on all 
the business streets where sewing is either done 
or given out to be done. A reporter for the 
Mail and Express recently asked two sewing 
girls what sort of lving they made. 

“How much are you paid for making those 
garments?” asked the scribe. 

“We get 26 cents apiece,” was the ready re- 


ply. 
‘‘And you do all the work necessary on them 
for a quarter of a dollar?” 


“How long does it take youto makea gar- 
ment? 
“‘] do very well if I make four a day,” said 


one, 
‘But it takes more than ten hours to make 
four, work as hard as you will,” rejoined the 


other. 

The jackets they carried were of thick wool- 
en goods. They were wadded, lined with 
alpaca and had the finished appearance of a 
garment madie by ap adept. The sewing 
machine did most of the straight work, but 
the buttonboles, putting in the lining and 
other work had- to be done by hand. The 
seams had been pressed, the threads picked off, 
and (he garments were neatly tolded and ail 
ready to be sold. Wages for the making of 
underwear, and, indeed, for gentiemen’s 
entire apparel, have dropped considerably 
during the last few years. The pay of the 
giris who makeup ali the smaller articles, 
such as.gloves and neckties, does not average 
more than 5a week. Many have to be con- 
tent with less, and §6 is considered good pay 
nowadays. ‘Most of the work is done by piece. 
Men's drawers ave made complete tor tifty 
cents a dozen pairs, For the hickory shirts 
that laboring men wear, made out of stout 
striped biue, fifty-five cenis a dozen is paid. 
Overalls are made complete for fitty cents a 
dozen. Striped calico aud white shirts are 
made for sixty-five cents adozen. The fore 
woman fixes the prices and sees that the work 
is satisiactorily done. It it is not good it isnot 
paid tor. lk orewomen’s wages vary from $15 
to $4 a week. A button counter gets $9 a 
week during the busv geason and 86 during

THOSE GAS DECISIONS. 

As the old gas companies are making quite a 
handle of the recent decisions of the United 
‘States Supreme Court in the gas cases from 
| Kentucky and Louisiana, it is well to remind 

all concerned that those decisions are not nec- 
_essarily conclusive as to the St. Louis Gas Light 
Company’s franchise in Missouri. 
‘The question whether a State Legislature has 
power to confer an exclusive privilege of vend- 
ing gasina city depends entirely upon the 
provisions of the State Constitution. In 
deciding such questions the United States 
Supreme Court follows the settled decisions of 
the highest judicial tribunal of the State, 
or what seemsto be the preponderance of 
such authority. In the absence of a fixed in- 
terpretation by the State tribunal of last re- 
sort, or where that tribunal is evenly 
divided on the question, then, and 
only then, does the United States Supreme 
Court undertake to fix the construction of a 
State Constitution, in the course of deciding 
some question raised under the Federal Consti- 
tution. It followed the Louisiana decision in hold- 
ing that the Legislature of that State prior to 
1879 had power to confer an exclusive privilege 
of vending gas in New Orleans. In holding that 
the Legislature of Kentucky also had this

tional bill or a comprehensive scheme of river 
and harbor improvement could relieve states- 


by the St. Louis Gas Light Company, the 
Louisiana and Kentucky cases could not be 
conclusive as to how the United States Su- 
preme Court would decide the Missouri case, 
which is now awaiting the decision of the State 
Supreme Court. 

On the other hand, the decision in the Louis- 
iana case tells us very plainly how the St. 
‘Louis Company can be deprived of its exclusive 
privilege, even if it has one. All we have to 
do is to take itas we can take any other pri- 
vate property for public use, paying for it 
whatever a jury may say it isworth. Ata 
fair valuation for the few remaining years this 
exclusive franchise is not worth more than the 
company is liable to lose by being compelled to 
sacrifice its plant when the franchise termi- 
nates in 1890. 


FIELD’S VINDICATION. 

Tuer Kansas City Times, having stood alone 
in advocating the nomination of the Pacific 
Railroad monopoly’s candidate, Judge FIELp, 
over Mr. CLEVELAND, is now rejoicing clam- 
orously over the fact that Judge FIELD has 
been permitted to deliver the unanimous opin- 
ion of the United States Supreme Court sus- 
taining the validity of a Missouri statute im- 
posing on railroads double damages for all 
stock killed by them where they fail to main- 
tain proper fences and cattle guards as re- 
quired by law. 

It is notorious that the railroads only pre- 
tended to question the power of the State to 
impose such a penalty, and that contesting the 
validity of the statute was only a part of their 
general policy of wearing out claimants by 
litigation and delay, so as to teach the owners 
of cattle that it would be cheaper to settle 
always with the railroad on its own terms. 
We do not believe that any lawyer 
ever fora moment thought it possible for any 
court, State or Federal, to pronounce that 
statute unconstitutional. Nevertheless, the 
Times parades this decision as a proof that the 
strong feeling against Judge FIe£.Lp asa judicial 
tool of the corporations does the ermined 
brother of Cyrus an injustice. | 

The Times might have made out a much 
stronger case of vindication for Judge Fie.pif 
it had referred to his concurrence in the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court in a Kentucky 
case, upholding the right of a State to discrim- 
inate between railroad property and other 
property in levying and coliecting taxes, In 
concurring in that decision, Judge FixLp con- 
curred in a complete reversal of the decisions 
he rendered in the United States Circuit 
Court in California two years ago in 
the California railroad tax cases, Then 
he decided that the statutes and Con- 
stitution of California providing for the 
taxation of railroad property by processes and 
modes of assessment not applied to the property 
of individual citizens, amounted to a denial of 
the equal protection of the laws to corpora- 
tions, and were therefore in conflict with the 
Fourteenth Amendment. 

About that time the Central Pacific folks 
turned their old Republican organ at San Fran- 
cisco, the Alta, intoa Democratic paper, so- 
called, and began to boom Fre.p for the Demo- 
cratic nomination.

Coarles Stuck, alaborer ew; loyed atthe Risdon 
Iron Works,@n the corner of Howara and Beatt e 
streets, was instapily killed yesterday morning 
uuder very strange circumstances.

They bad rigged up a derrick in the center 
of the yard, and, by means of a tac.le, were mov- 
ing the casting out througb the larce door of the 
foundry. Over this door was an electric ligbt wire 
leading from the engine room into another depart- 
ment vf the works, Stuck and Dargie were work- 
ing on the side ef the derrick next the gearing, and 
the firat-named held the iron chain in bis hands 
Suddenly Cariin and Dunn felt a terrivle shock 
and saw their comrades lying on the ground. When 
they approached Stuck they were hortified to dis- 
cover that he was dead aod that Dargie was in an 
insensivle condition Dargie soon recovered con- 
sciousness and was sert to his home, » hie Stuck's 
bedy was reinoved tothe Morgue. The su pposi- 
tion is that the eiectrici@ (wire of twenty can- 
d eiight power was def-cuvely insulated, and that 
stuck accidentaliy struck the chain against the 
wire and was iilied by the electric current. The 
viectric apparatus was ereced about two years 
ago, and was supposed to be safe in all details. A 
similar accident occurred in this city about three 
years ago, and another man was recently killed in 
Sacramento by an electric current.

Within the past few days it has developed thet 


Patrick Rice, a railway postal clerk, is an appli- 
cant for the position of superintendent of the 
eleventh division of the railway mail service, now 
held by G. E. Warfield. Rice resides in the Eighth 
Congressiosa! Di-trict and is strongly backed by 
Congressman O'Neill. His friends ciaim that Sen- 
ator Cockrell is also favorably inclined towards 
Rice, and that his appointment is nearly as good as 
secured. It is stated that a short time ago Senator 
Cockrell went to Washington for the purpose 
ng what could be done towards removin 
po femneed of Republican clerks in the Railway Mail 
service, and appointing Democrats in their stead. 
A little investig :tion by tre Senator resuited in the 
statement by ..im to sowe of his friends that it 
was no use attempting tv make changes in subor- 
dinate itions so long as General Superintendent 
John Jameson retained control of tne service.

Reminiscence ofa Bad Season on the

~ RIOT AT PINE RUN. 
nwo. Hupdred Masked Strikers 
Atteck Non-Union Miners. 


Serious Trouble in Progress at Lynn's 
Mine—Working Miners Brutally 
Beaten—One Man Fatally Injared— 
A Train Ditohed by the Strikers 
—Sheriff Gray and Posse in Pursuit 


of the Rioters—Organizing for Vio- 
lence. 


Pressure, Pa., December 10.—4 telegram from 
Lynn & Co,, owner of the Coal Valley Coal Works. 
requesting the Sheriff to send a posse up at once, 
as 4 riot was im progress bejween the strikers and 
the non-union miners, has just been received. The 
posse will be dispatched at once, 

THE RIOT, 

Pine Run, about one mile below Elizabeth , Pa., 
was the segene of another riot this morning between. 
the striking coal miners and the men who have 
been working for the past two weeks at the reduced 
wages. This morning about 8:30 o’cloeck, when 
tweoty-five miners were on their way to work in 
Lynn's mines, a squad of 200 masked men met 
them and demanded that they return to their 
homes, This they refused to do, and the mob then 
made @n attack upon them with clubs, gticss and 
stones. Theriot lasted two hours, and about ten 
men were injured. Oneof them, Newton Camp- 
bell, a driver, was set upon by six strikers and 
beaten to insensibility. His injuries are believed 
to be fatal. Ricsard Hail aud Samuel Myford were 
also seriously injured. The othera got away with 
siight cute and bruises. After standing their 
ground for nearly two hours, 

THE NON-UNIONISTS WERE DRIVEN OFF, 

and fled to piaces of safety, Tae strikers then 
stayed in the vicinity until after daybreak, waiting 
on more miners to come to work, but nene made 
their appearance. Tne mob then wedged the

mige, and di-appeared over the hills. A train

Organizing for Viclence. 
Pittspure. Pa., Deceinber 10.—More trouble is 


feared among the strixing coal miners and the men 


working. Word has beea recsivad in this city to 
the effect that a committee from the miners kas 
been working along the river for several days past, 
gatbering up volunteers to visit the mines working 
at the reduction. The visit will be made to-day. 
Tae meu have been working for about two wee«cs 
at 24g cents, Tney have been asked to rejoin tue 
strixers, but have refused, and now it is the pur- 
pose of the committee to compel them to quit work. 
Men bave been secured from Eiuizabeth, McKees- 
port, Coal Center and otner points along the rivar, 
to .march to the mines, and request the men to 
come out. A strict order aas been issued that no 
one shail be molested or harmed in any way un- 
less resistance is offered. 

The leaders in the movement are said to be men 
se écted from mines all along the river. Most of 
them hBave reputations for going through with 
whatever they uadertake.

Somebody's Blunder Gets a Would-Be 
Masher Into Trouble—A Note Re- 
questingan Assignation Addressed 
tothe Maiden Name of the Wife of 
Mr. James P. Kerr, the Well-Known 
Lawyer—The Attorney 
Writer—An Exciting Street Scene— 
A Mysterious Case.

Shortly after supper time last evening there wa 5 
an exciting occurrence in the neighborhood of 
Twenty-ninth and Clark avenue, in whica a well- 
kpown lawyer and a well-known, altaough for the 
time being, disguised, citizen figured as principals. 
the former as an insu.ted husband and the la‘ter as 
a gay Lothario whuse Don Juan teadencies led him 
astray into a trap he little expecied. ihe occur- 
rence hada brief and unsatisfactory sequel, or 
rather culmination, in the Police Court this 
morning, and set apart of the,town azog.by certain 
mysterious features which are connected with it. 
The lawygr is Mr. James P. Kerr of the firm of 
Kerr, Gibson & Kerr at 509 Olive street. 

Last night after supper Mr. and Mrs. Kerr were 
in the sitting-room of their residence, 2821 C.ark 
avenue, and Mr. Kerr was engaged in writing at 
the table, when there wasa ring at the door bell. 
The servant girl answered the ring and founda 
man in a heavy overcoat standing at the door, The 
man asked if Miss Callie McMillan lived at that 
place. The girl replied that there wasno Miss 
Caliie MeMilan in the house, but that 
Mrs. Kerr’s maiden name was. Caliie 
MeMillan. The’ man said that was 
the person he wanted and gave the girl a note 
addressed to Miss Cailie McMillan. 

THE GIRL TOOK THE NOTE 

and gave it to Mrs, Kerr, who read it hastily, and 
in an excited manner gave it to her husband. The 
note, which was written ina rather illegible and 
poor styie, stated that “Our mutual friead, Mrs. 
B.,” had arranged for a meeting this afternoon, 
but that it had faiicd; it atated taat the writer had 
been *'on the anxious bench” too long eiready and 
had made this attempt te meet her, and, if she 
could, to meet the writer at Froebe.’s the next day 
at 8 o'clock and, if possible, to see him at once for 
afew moments. It was signed "“R. T. M.” 

Mr. Kerr, a* soon as ne bad read t :e note. went at 
once to the door and accosted the bea er of it. He 
said he was the driver of acab. Mr. Kerr asked 
where the writer of the note was, aud the man said 
tnat he was at the Southern Hotel. Mr. Kerr said 
that he would go and see him and as«ed where his 
coupe was. He said that it was about alfa block 
off. Mr. Kerr then noticed the li hts of the car- 
riage, and putting on bis hat and coat, accompan- 
ied the driver, who objectea strenuously. Mr. Kerr, 
as soon as be reacheu the Carriage, threw vpen the 


door and found a man seated inside. He spoke very 
roughly to him and abused bim v.goruusily for bis 
conduct, but the man puiied the door suut and the 
driver s; Trang to his seat and attempted todrive off, 
but Mr. Kerr was too quick for bim, anu, springing 
up beside him, ordereu nim todrive to the Mouuted 
Police Station, The driver objected, aud wie be 
aud Mr. Kerr were strugyiing, the mao im tie car 
riage spraug out and siarted off ata rapid pace. 
Mr. Kerr then jumpei down and took after him, 
catching Rim in @ suori distance, Tne driver tuen 
drove off as fast as he could. When Mr. Kerr 
caught the man who had written the note the latter 
put os hand .on his bip as if to puli 
@ revolver. 


and said: 

“Suoo0t, ——~ —— ——. aS s00n as you please.”’ 

The man then dropped his hand and began to 
remunstraie with Mr. Kerr. He said he had made 
a wistake, and w.s willing to make all aiyends in 
his power if Mr. Kerr wou.d drop the matter there. 
Mr. Kerr asked his naime, but tue man refused to 
sive it, Mr. Kerr tuea refused to hear anything, 
but compeiled bim to go to the Mounted Station a 
few blocks distant, . 

At tne station Mr, Kerr bad his prisoner placed 
under arrest, and preferred a charge 0: 
disturbing the peace against iim The 
would-be masher remonstrated to no purpose, 
Captain Frange! advised Mr. Kerr to let the matter 
rest and avoid pubiueity, Mr. Kerr declared that 
he wou.d do no such ibing, that he was determined 
to protect nis honor and his wife from imsguit, and 
that he proposed tou fignt tbe matier out to the bit- 
terend anu toferret out everything connected 
with it. He was paturaliy very much exc.ted over 
tae Matter and used empuatc language.

Mysterious Visit of EFastern Grain Buy- 
ers—Shipments to Kngland. 
Yesterday moraing two Eastern gentlemea ap- 
peared on Change and were introduced to a good 
many grain brokers on the floor. They were 
Messrs. E Roelker, Chief Grain Inspector from 
Baltimore, and John Shannon, representing the 
large grain exoorting establishment of Win. P. 
Harvey & Co, of Baltimore and Chicago. Their 
visit was not construed into one of particular im- 
portance, but was thought to be of a commercial- 
social character and, consequentiy, mot much at- 
tention was paid to the gentlemen, who were 
a lowed to look around for themselves 
and take notes, much the same 
as any distinguished vyisitor is treated 


on ‘Change. When the gentlemen, however, ex 
pressed a desire to inspect the corn in all the eie- 
vators in St. Louisand Hast St. Louis, not a few 
people opened their eyes and asked why. The 
most part of the day yesterday was consumed by 
Mr. Roelkerin his visita and inspections on the 
east side, and he expressed himself tuis morning as 
being simply deighited with the No. 2 corn 
which this city has stored away in her elevators.

A*Released, Murderer Attacked by 
His Victim’s Aged Father.

A Sensational Episode at the Four 
Courts To-Day — Frank Weaver 
Walks Out of Court and is Clutched 
by the Throat by an Oid Man, Who

An exciting scene which might have had murder 
for iis climax but for the proiapt action of Chief 
Deputy Suerif?
